the first expense would be 
tbe 
last. 


We know of no place 
better 
adopted 


for a park than tbe one 
indicated 
by 


Col. Peel. 
And we 
hope 
the city

Dublin says the grand parade in honor 
of Daniel O'Connell and in celebration 
of the one hundredth

ator, took place 
in that city to-day. 


Ninety thousand men marched in the 
column 
of procession. 
The 
demon- 


stration 
was 
of an enthusiastic 
and 


patriotic 
character. 
Thousands 
of 


people from 
neighboring 
cities 
and 


from England and Scotland were pres- 
ent. 
Before the procession 
got under 


way fears were entertained 
that from 


the strong factional spirit which bad 
beeu evinced all day there might be 
trouble ahead. 
At an early hour this 


morning people who were to take part 
in the monstrous 
demonstration 
com- 


menced to gather in the neighborhood 
of the starting point. 
Good discipline 


prevailed. 
At 11 o'clock tbe monster 


procession 
of patriotic Irishmen and 


lovers of the memory 
of O'Connell

its march.

and with it in a great many

Amnesty Brotherhood made ita point 
to get to the college green before the 
procession 
formed. 
As 
they passed 


along the other waiting ranks of the 
procession 
the men of tbe trades 
and 


societies raised their hats and saluted 
them, 
showing 
the 
mutual 
under- 


standing 
aud good will existing 
be- 


tween both divisions. 


The 
Amnesty 
Brotherhood 
were 


loudly cheered 
for carrying out their 


threat to keep at the head of the pro- 
cession, which they succeeded 
in do- 


ing. 
One dispute 
with them on this 


account came 
near 
leading to serious 


shedding 
of blood. 
They 
had 
held 


their position with great tenacity and 
vehemence and showed a disposition 
not to yield a foot, but about this time

Barracks 
the 


Amnesty Association waa met by one 


hundred and fifty coal porters wearing 
green sashes ami mounted dh powerful 
horses.

Meath. 


Among the coal porters was a man 
carrying the stars and stripes.

men attacked

The melee

Objec­ 
tion is often raised against Orange 
from the fact that water is so expens­ 
ive. Huiae will prove himself a pub­ 
lic benefactor if he w llfstrike an arte­ 
sian flow anywhere on the mesa, as 
that would leave nothing more to be 
desired to make Orange uurivalled in 
resources. 


A TEST W ELL. 
An attem pt is m aking to bore a test 
well by subscription, which will prob­ 
ably be done.' It ought to be done at 
once, as preparations are being made 
to take another ditch out of the Santa 
Ana at Bedrock Cttfion, and artesian 
water will render unnecessary such 
heavy expense In ditch makiug. 
TH E W ATER SUPPLY. . 
. 
This proposed ditch will, however, 
completé the system of irrigation here, 
supplying an abundance of watei for 
all the lands above Santa Ana and for 
a great part of the San Joaquin 
Rancho. The question is often raised 
as to whether the water supply will he 
sufficient after ail the ditches at Riv­ 
erside are complete. If every drop of 
water were taken from the river at 
Riverside, the Orange and Anaheim 
ditches would still have an abundant 
supply. For along a line of about 
twenty miles above the Rincon the 
river is suppl’eil by thousands of never- 
failing springs, from which comes 
nearly all the water reaching the lower 
Santa Aua. 
Much, perhaps half, of 
the water coming from these springs 
is now.spread over the swampy river 
boltdths and loftt. A system of drain­ 
age could he adopted at Rincon, Juapa, 
Jarupa and La Sierrita which would 
alm ost double the water supply, If th at 
became uecessary. 
But anyway if 
Heine succeeds in striking water there 
will never be any more trouble about 
the m atter. Success to him. 
FRU IT DRYER. 
Dr. Hayw ard is having a fruit dryer 
put up at his place. This will be needed 
the present season, as there Will be a 
quantity of muscat grapes produced, 
and heretofore there has been no reg­ 
ular method of drying adopted here.
